outside help to get the work done. 
Under license there were 
enough 
prisoners to do all the work at the 
county farms, with enough left over 
to hire out to neighboring farm^. 
It's not a cheerless outlook, how­ 
ever. 
Sober, healthy, self-respecting 
men are better workers than prison­ 
ers working out a sentence for drunk 
enness or crime. 
And a shortage of 
labor at such an institution means an 
addition to the labor supply of the 
outside community. 
There are numerous similar 
cases 
in many other “dry” states or com­ 
munities. 
They furnish fine food for 
thought for private citizens and state 
legislatures still in doubt about the 
federal phohibition amendment.

OHIO’S BIG COAL RESERVE

The Buckeye State is still a large 
storehouse of coal, despite the 
700,- 
000.000 tons that have been mined. 
Those who are interested in obtain­ 
ing a general idea of the coal 
fields 
and coal resources of the 
United 
States will find interesting reading in 
Professional Paper 100-B, which ha 
just been issued by the United State- 
Geological Survey, Department of the 
Interior. 
This paper contains a des­ 
cription of the coal fields of Ohio, pre­ 
pared by J. A. Bownocker, state geo- j 
legist and a computation of the orig- i 
inal tonnage of coal in the state J>e- ! 
fore mining began, by F It. Clark. It 
is the second part of a large 
report, 
which is intended to treat of all the 
coal fields of thi- country, exclusive 
of Alaska. 
Ohio is one of the great I 
coal-producing Slates, standing fourth I 
in the list, with over 22,000,000 ton 
to its credit in 1915, and also fourth i/i J 
order in the total number of tons p ro-! 
duced since mining began. 
Since 185's I 
there have been mined in Ohio more 
than 700,000,000 tons 
of coal. 
Thi 
looks 
like 
an 
extrem ely 
large j 
amount, but at the present 
rate of . 
consumption, it would last the United 
States only a little more than a year.! 
In Profesional 
Paper 
IOO B 
Pro­ 
fessor Bownocker describes the beds 
of coal that have produced this large 
amount together with beds not yet 
mined. 
Altogether the coal bed 
of 
the state, according to the figures of 
Mr Clark, are capable of 
producing 
probably 80,000,000.000 tons in the 
futu re when t tire demand will be so 
gre/tt that even (nqjure opals ijed thin 
beds will be worked.—Ohio Journal of 
Commerce. 


Cement for Mending China Dishes. 
Valuable china may be mended with 
the following mixture, and when dry 
it will resist hot water and ordinary 
usage. Mix a teaspoonful of alum and 
a tablespoonful of water. 
Place in a 
hot oven until it is quite transparent. 
Wash the broken pieces in hot water, 
dry and put them into the oven until 
they are warm; and while still warm 
coat the broken edges with the mix­ 
ture thinly and quickly as it sticks in­ 
stantly.—Popular Science Monthly.

The water should be applied 
to the base of the tire. and not to the 
flames and smoke. 
W ater dipped out 
with the hands or a dipper or a bromin 
and sprinkled on the fire is often more 
effective than that thrown on file fire 
from a distance.”—Magazine of Safety.
